Peking Invitation Says Govt. 


United Nations, Jan. 21. 
Mr Dag Hammarskjold, the United Nations 


Secretary-Gencral, 


tonight said he would hold 


himself responsible for the security of American 
relatives who wanted to go to Peking to visit 
American airmen imprisoned by the Chinese Com- 


munists. 


He gave this personal guarantee after the 
United States government said it could not encour- 
age relatives to go to an area “where the normal 
protections of an American passport cannot be 


offered.” 


Eleven American airmen have been convicted by 


Chinese courts on 


American prisoners whose 


charges of ‘‘capionage”’ 
tenced to terms of imprisonment.

The reference to 
cases were still under in- 


vestigation was believed to refer to four members of a 
jet aircraft crew taken prisoner by the Chinese Com- 


muniets more recently. 


Earlier today the Chinese Communists had made an 
unprecedented offer to allow their relatives to visit “those 
United States personnel who have been convicted and 
those whose cases were under investigution.” 


United Nations. officials re- 
{rained from comment on the 
Chinese Communfst move ‘but It 
was felt here that thet gesture 
might be a first step towards 
freeing the prisoners. 


The United Nations Secrctary- 
General Issued his guarantee 
after the publication by the 
Press of interviews with rela- 
ves of prisoners who expressed 
fears ubout going to Communist 
Ching. The relatives said they 
had received telegrams from 
the American Defence Depurt- 
ment informing them of the 
Chinese offer. The telegrams

The police predivted that 
large sections of the city 
berdering the river woutd be 
under water on Monday and 
the imhabltants cf the threatened 
areas were officially warned of 
the danger. 


The worst flouding during the 
day was downstocem from Paris 
in the industrial suburb of 
Boulogne and in the chic 
residential areas of Suint Cloud 
and Neullly. The Bols de 
Boulogne was largely under 
water and the Longchamps 
lnceirack wrs covercd by one 
foot of water. 


PRECAUTIONS 


The matin danger to the 
Natlonal Assembly  bulldings 
lny in the waters being pushed 
back out of the sewers if the 
Seine continued to rise. As a 
precaution, the sewer openings 
are being bricked up.

— non-toxic — when used on

Agriculture Departinent’s Re- 
search Service, sald a year of 
testing with the new fly balis 
showed some chemicals giving

Marly October, 1906, 
found the bent dittle  shoe- 
maker at the counter of a 
second-hand shop in n 
Berlin back-street.

This time it was 15 years’ im- 


prisionment. 


Released in February 1906 be 
tried to yet a passport so he 
could start afresh in anether 
country, His police record wae 
against him and he wis) met 
with a shake of the head by 
every official, Then he dexided 
to try the military operation he 
had planned some 30 years be- 
fore. 


The laugh of the day came 
when Voigt assured the court 
that he was a very honest thief. 
because he only appropriated 
official funds, What was truc of 
the Law Courts raid at Gnescn 
was also truc of Koepenick! 

But the “Captain” of Koepe- 
nick was found = guilty of 
“serious interference with the 
authority of the State and grave 
forgery of official documents.” 
He was sent to prison for four 
years. 

Just 20 months Jater the 
Kaiser personally ordered 
Voigt'’s release, but not until 
King Edward VII had com- 
municeted with him and the 
eecretary-genera] of the Church 
Army had twice _ petitloned 
from England for the shot 
maker to be freed. 

A committee was formed lo 
ensure for the old.man a happy 
and profitable retirement. Over 
130 women from all over the 
world, including two young girls 
in American and cne English 
widow, offered to marry him. 
About £2,000 was subscribed 
to a fund for him. 

But the “Captain of Koepce- 
nick” put on his uniform again,

M COHEN seen 

nothing inueon- 

gruous about being oa 

Jewish general in the 

Chinese army. He shrugs 

off your ineredulity with oa 
benign smile. 


Having spent most of 
his 66 years in the service 
of China, he cannot  under- 
stand why anybody should 
be unduly surprised, 


The fact that he was born 
in Stepney, the eldest son of 
an immigrant Jewish couple 
from Poland, in an 
interesting but irrelevant 
accident. 


For General Cohen admits 
that China is where his roots 
are. The present division 
of the country between Com- 
munists and Nationalists 
distresses him deeply. “I 
am definitely refraining 
from taking part in this 
civil commotion,” he told 
me. “I have too many friends 
on both sides.” 

The reference to China's 
Civil War as a “commotion” 
shows how Chinese the 
general's historial perspec- 
tive has become, He has seen 
too manv revolutions to be 
over-awed by any one of 
them.

can; the ac-

its years and

— Russian, Polish, Jew- 
ish, perhaps only a_ cer- 
tain unexpected courtliness 
in’ manner” reveals the 
influence of the Far Fast.

Yet few  vuccidentals have 


been so intimately ossociated 
with the contemporary history 
of China.

You may ask “What about 
Nye Bevan?” Mr Bevan's oly 
chance of leading the British 
Socialist Party would bo if 
there was an industrial ant 
financial collapse. Like the 
phoenix he could rise from the 
ashes — but only from ashes, 

The truth is that Socialism 
is an emotional movement, not 
a practical one. In the Vic- 
torlan cra tre Fabians drew 
some of the finest minds in 
Britain, including Bernard 
Shaw, who were shocked at the 
Inequality of fe between the 
haves and the have-nots, The 
trade union movement was also 
bern of emotion, but it was 
able to take ou practical and 
powerful foim. 

It can be raid indeed that 
trace unionism, Fab.anism, the 
co-operalve spociclics und the 
Labour Party have all attained 
their objective. Nor should 
these achievemenis be under- 
estimated. There were martyrs 
who paid the price of sacrifice 
in blooa, sweat and tears, There 
were intellec uals who had to 
encure the mncess and con- 
tumely of their frlends. There 
were cGreamers, and bores, and 
herees ond poeurs—in other 
words, just like any political 
movemest in the making. 


PARADOX 


Undoubtedly they quickened 
the pace of tocial refuim and, 
In Guing 80, began to. drain 
nway the, strengh of — the 
Liberal Party. Then came fhe 
tcud between Asquith and 
Lioyd George, which drew silll 
mere blood from the weakening 
veins of the party. 

But there was another reascn

It ig the paradox cf politics 
that when ao paity hos complet- 
ed its evangclikal crusave, It 
begins to dle, Ths Liberal 
Party went to impotent death 
becoaure it had converted too 
great o proportion of the 
clectora’e to its doctrine, 

Thus the Soclalisia swept In- 
to second place in the party 
estup. It had the vigour of 
ecmparaluive youth; i, had the 
confidence of irexpericnce; ‘t 
had the mighty backing of the 
trade unions; it had the street 
corner fanaticism of the zealot. 

But not until 1954 did it 
ochicve absclute rower, with no 
coal'tion wih any other party. 
“Now,” sald the Soclallsis, ‘wo 


chail crente the Welfare State.” for 


“We rhall help you.” said the 
declmated Censerva'ive Party, 
“be ause we have already 
mrepared our plans cn the samo 
lines.” And this was quite 
true, 

Then what went wrong? Mere 
than once |. have quoted the old 
caylng of ‘he mining broker In 
Tcronte: “Many a good mine 
has been rulned by sinking 9 
shaft,” Well, that is what 
happened to Socialism when It 
came to power. 


DILEMMA 


How splendid the words 
sounded on public piatforms and 
street corner rallies: ‘National 
ownership of all means of pro- 
duction ond distribution.” 
Hurrah! Hip-Hip-Hurtahl In 
ttecency, the Socialists bought 
trat_ the owners of the railways, 
the clectriclty plants, long dils- 
trnce road transport and  gns. 
Hurrah! —Hip-Hip-Hurrah! Now 
the people would own these 
vilal sincws of the nation's 
strength, 

No longer did the miners In 
the plts have to deal with a 
scrounging Owner or a wage 
tyrant in the shape of a man- 
ager, The boss was out for good 
and good riddance to him. 

Instead of the boss there was 
remote control, and if there is 
onything the British worker 
hates it iy Just that. However, 
Socialism carried through its 
pr.cramme, Including the estab-

Theoretically. -and idealistt- 
cally—that is a most equitable 
arrangement, but just as it is 
impractical to take players from 
a Ust so is it impractical to 
take referees from oa st. . 
beenuse just as there [a a 
varlable fuctor in the ability of 
First Division players, so, Iel’s 
face It, Is there a difference ln 
the ability of many Class One 
Referees! i 

The logic und commonsense of 
6uch an urgument tx se obvious 
that hardly needs to be pro- 
Bressed any further, and tt is 
surprising that many of the 
whistlers in the Colony do not 

appreciate that a system of 
selectivity would bring o certaln 
honour and standing to the 
oMelal chosen to handle the big 
game,...jJust us it doey to the 
players who are chosen to take 
part in tt. 

Surely no one would pretend 
that possession of au grading 
makes all holders of it equal in 
ability, If this was the case 
where would the star referees 
like the Ellses, the Bonds and 
the Lings be today.

“ non-Ineentlve system substituted, 
then the only standard necessary 
ls good but surely = the 
truly ambitious referee would 
prefer to regard himself as being 
jn the better or even the best 
class. 

It scerns that the Hongkong 
Football Association and the 
Hongkeng Chinese Football As- 
sociation have an important 
function to perform here In 
respect of representative games 
of which they nre the sponsor- 
ing body. 3 

When they select players they 
should also take the opportunity 
of honouring cutstanding field 
cMiclals by “inviting them to 
take charge of a particular 
game in a particular capacity, 

It Is unfalr to place the onus 
of supplying the officials on the 
various referees’ associations, 
for a system of selection within 
their own body could be both 
embarrassing and difficult. ...
